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COMMISSIONERS’  REPORT, 


To  the  Hon.  Albert  W.^ Mclntire,  Governor  of  the  State  of 

Colorado: 

Dear  Hir;  In  the  further  discharge  of  our  of- 
ticial  duties  as  Coiiiiiiissioners  of  the  Insane  Asylum, 
we  beg'  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  Ninth 
Bi-ennial  Bej)ort  of  the  Colorado  State  Insane 
AsA'lum,  the  same  being  for  the  period  beginning 
December  1,  ISO!,  and  ending  November  30,  1890. 
Following  our  report  will  be  found  the  reports  of 
the  vSu])erintendent,  of  the  Steward  and  of  the  ]\Iat- 
ron,  which  give  in  detail  the  workings  of  tlie  asylum 
for  tlie  years  1805  and  1800,  the  statement  of  ex- 
])enses  and  disbursements  for  its  maintainance  and 
ini])rovement,  together  with  the  pressing  needs  of 
the  asylum  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

AYe  take  great  pleasure  in  reporting  that  we 
have  invariably  found  everything  connected  Avith 
the  institution  and  ground.s,  including  the  farm,  in 
a neat  and  orderly  condition.  The  halls  dining 
rooms,  Avards,  b(‘d  rooms,  kitchen  and  sun  rooms 
are  a model  of  neatness  and  cleanliness.  AA"e  have 
been  especially  pleased  Avith  the  attractive  state  of 
the  grounds  Avithin  the  asylum  enclosure,  and  with 
the  efforts  constantly  made  to  keep  these  in  the  best 
possible  condition. 

The  clothing  of  the  i)atients,  Avith  the  exception 
of  a foAA'  of  the  most  violent,  have  been  clean,  and 
the  ])atients  generally  liaA’e  presented  a tidy  appear- 
ance, for  persons  suffering  as  they  are. 
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Tlie  acute  ailments,  including-  the  acute  forms 
of  insanity  and  the  various  bodily  disturbances  to 
which  the  insane  are  subject,  have  been  looked 
after  to  the  best  of  the  superintendent’s  ability, 
but  it  is  impossible  for  one  man  to  superintend  the 
workings  of  a large  asylum  and  systematically  at- 
tend daily  to  the  numerous  Avants  of  422  iiatients. 

Economical  management:  While  in  the  ab- 

stract we  belieA’e  it  is  cruel  to  be  too  economical  in 
caring  for  the  insane,  yet  practically  it  has  been 
necessary  for  ricid  economy  to  be  maintained  by 
the  superintendent.  Tn  the  report  of  about  fortv 
different  insane  asvlums  which  we  have  carefully 
examined,  in  none  has  the  ner  diem  cost  per  capito 
been  found  as  low  as  it  is  in  this  asA’lnm.  Some  of 
the  state  hospitals  for  the  insane  have  expended 
about  twice  as  much  each  dav  per  patient  as  has 
T)r.  Thombs.  The  Ioaa^  cost  in  Colorado’s  asylum 
has  not  been  obtained  by  iriAung  the  patients  poor 
food,  bnt  it  has  been  made  possible  Iia'  increasing 
the  farm  products,  hy  having  the  patients,  who  are 
able,  work,  and  by  getting  aloim  with  too  feAA’  at- 
tendants. While  we  commend  this  economy  during 
the  depressed  limes,  yet  Ave  hope  the  time  Avill  soon 
come  when  more  money  may  be  expended  for  the 
comfort  and  treatment  of  the  insane. 

Deficit:  'N’otAA'ith standing  that  the  expenses  for 
the  maintainance  of  the  asylum  have  been  so  small 
in  comparison  with  those  of  other  asylums,  aax  re- 
gret to  report  that  we  have  insuflficient  funds  to 
pay  onr  indebtedness.  With  50  more  patients  than 
the  last  bi-ennial  report  shoAA’ed,  we  have  had 
|13,G00  less  revenue  than  AAms  received  from  the 
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fifth  of  a mill  tax  and  from  the  special  appropriation 
by  the  legislature.  Besides  the  .1^10,000  that  was  ap- 
propriated for  1894  was  anticipated  and  expended 
in  the  maintainance  of  the  asylum,  but  the  Auditor 
of  State,  during  Governor  Waite’s  administration, 
refused  to  draw  any  warrants  on  this  fund,  and  in 
consequence  the  aSylnni  lost  it.  The  deficit  is  now 
-1:12,818.52,  which  is  accounted  for  as  follows:

IMPKOVEMENTS. 

We  desire  to  call  your  excellency’s  attention  to 
the  following  improvements: 

1.  A more  systematic  method  of  keeping  the  ac- 
counts of  the  asylum  in  accordance  with  the  Hon. 
Mr.  Lowell’s  suggestions,  which  received  your  ex- 
cellency’s approval,  has  been  adopted. 

2.  Completion  of  the  new  cottage  for  males. 

3.  Kegular  lectures  are  given  to  attendants 
who  will  be  required  to  pass  a final  examination 
in  their  studies  and  in  their  practical  work.  No  at- 
tendants will  be  retained  who  do  not  show  satis- 
factory improvement.  All  new  attendants  who 
are  engaged  must  be  trained  before  entering  the 
asylum,  and  if  not  graduates  of  some  training  school 
for  nurses,  must  submit  to  an  examination. 

4.  A staff  of  attending  physicians  have  vol- 
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unteered  their  services  to  visit  tlie  asylmii  at  regular 
times  and  attend  gratis  any  eases  assigned  them  by 
the  superintendent  in  their  sjiecial  departments.  The 
following  pliysicians,  of  Pueblo,  have  been  appointed 
on  the  attending  staff:

AVANTS  OF  THE  ASYLUM. 

ATTENl )AXTS.  There  are  only  eleven  attend- 
ants in  the  asylum  to  take  care  of  422  patients.  This 
number  might  be  doubh’d  with  great  advantage  to 
the  inmates.  It  is  almost  im])ossible  for  an  attend- 
ant to  leave  his  ward  during  the  day  for  any  hmgth 
of  time  as  only  one  is  assigiuMl  to  a ward.  It  is  im- 
jirndeiit  under  the  ])r(‘seiit  limit(*d  number  of  attend- 
ants to  allow  the  agitat(*d  ])atients  an  opitortnnity 
for  a.  walk  in  the  open  air.  AVe  should  have,  at  least, 
live  extra  attendants. 

A NEAV  ( '( )TTA(  JE  FOP  FEM A LES.  The  dif- 
ferent County  .Indges  rei)ort  lifty  insane  fmnale 
patients  thronghont  the  State.  None  of  these  can 
be  admitted  until  vacancies  occur  by  recoviwy  or 
death  of  some  of  the  present  inmates.  During  the 
next  tAVO  years,  judging  for  the  increase  of  the  j)ast 
tAVO,  the  number  of  insane  Avomen  in  the  state  un- 
able to  gain  admission  into  the  asylum  Avill  be  100, 
or  thereabout,  unless  additional  room  is  provided 
for  these  nufortnnates.  We  desire  to  call  your  ex- 
cellency’s attention  to  the  necessity  of  erecting  a 
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cottage  that  Avill  accoininodate  about  100  Avomen. 

RESIDENT  PHYSICIANS.  It  is  impossible 
for  the  superintendent  to  attend  to  the  adminis- 
trative work  of  the  asylum  and  give  sufficient  at- 
tention to  422  sick  ])eople.  We  recommend  that  at 
least  three  resident  physicians,  two  male  and  one 
female,  be  employed  to  assist  in  the  treatment  ot 
the  insane. 

VENTILATION.  The  “old  male  building”  is 
poorly  ventilated.  This  defect  might  be  remedied 
by  (“xhanst  fans. 

HOSPITAL.  At  i)resent  there  are  no  tit  accom- 
modations for  the  treatment  of  very  acute  bodily 
ailments,  sncli  as  pneumonia,  fevers,  and  patients 
who  luive  been  subjected  to  surgical  operations.  We 
aiv  in  accord  with  tlie  superintendent  in  recom- 
mending building  a hosiiital  with  capacity  for  15 
beds,  and  with  an  operating  room  attached. 

INSURANCE.  Until  two  ^ ears  ago  the  asylum 
buildings  have  been  insured  for  |1(»5,(100.  A policy 
for  .fl()r),0(M)  running  live  years,  costs  |5,000.  This 
sum  was  asked  for  at  the  last  session  of  the  legis- 
lature, but  no  approi)riatiou  tor  this  purpose  was 
made.  In  couseiiuence,  if  the  buildings  were  to 
burn  they  would  be  a total  loss  to  the  state.  We 
urge  the  necessity  of  |5,000  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
surance.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Colorado  State  Insane 

Asylum. 

GI^NTLEMEN:  In  eoin])liance  with  the  re- 

quirements of  the  law,  and  yonr  regulations,  I beg 
to  present  for  yonr  consideration  the  NINTH  III- 
ENNIAL  KEroET  of  the  operations  and  conditions 
of  this  institution,  from  November  80,  ISOI,  to  No- 
vember 80,  1S90,  together  with  the  estimated  Avants 
for  the  ensiling  tAvo  years. 

The  folloAving  abstract  from  the  statistical 
tables  embodied  in  the  Keport  is  inserted  for  yonr 
convenience. 

There  Avere  remaining  in  Asylum  at  date  of 
last  Keport  281  males  and  185  females,  total  3GG. 

There  Avere  admitted  during  the  past  tAVo  years 
287  males  and  12  females,  total  279. 

There  Avere  treated  in  the  Asylum  during  the 
past  tAvo  years  4(i8  males  and  177  females,  total  G15. 

There  Avere  discharged  during  the  tAvo  years, 
including  deaths  and  eloi)ements,  181  males  and  39 
females,  total  223. 

There  Avere  discharged  recovered,  during  the 
tAvo  3’ears,  71  males  and  IG  females,  total  90. 

There  Avere  discharged  improved,  during  the 
tAvo  years,  22  males  and  9 females,  total  81. 

There  died  during  the  tAvo  years  78  males  and 
13  females,  total  91. 

There  eloped  during  the  tAvo  years  10  males  and 
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1 female,  leaviii**’  in  tin*  asylum  at  this  date  284 
males  and  I.'IS  females,  total  422. 

This  total  yon  will  ohsm  vi*  is  oh  in  excess  of  the 
nnmber  remainin'*-  at  the  end  of  onr  last  P>i-ennial 
Kepoit.  Of  those  remaining-  it  is  estimated  that 
40  are  cnrahle,  85  males  and  5 tVmales;  and  that  240 
males  and  188  temah*s  ai-e  incurable. 

It  mat’  be  stated  that  ([viite  a larg-e  nnmber  of 
those  designated  as  incurable  have  greatly  im- 
proved  during  tlieir  residmice  in  the  asylum,  but 
for  various  ri'asons  an*  not  in  a condition  to  be  dis- 
cha  rged. 

The  daily  average  nnmber  under  care  and  treat- 
ment for  the  iieriod  was  880. 

The  iiercentage  of  recoveries  on  the  nnmber  of 
those  admitted  during  the  bi-ennial  period  has  been 
82.  These  results  compare  favorably  with  those  of 
other  institutions  for  the  insane  that  have  been  in 
ojieration  as  long  as  this.  It  is  a fact  that  the  older 
institutions  of  this  kind  show  a smaller  recovery  and 
a larger  death  rate  than  those  which  have  been  in 
operation  for  shorter  periods,  since  a great  propor- 
tion of  the  insane  never  recover  the  use  of  their 
reason,  and  as  mental  derangement  does  not  neces- 
sarily seriously  impaii'  the  i»hysical  health,  a large 
nnmber  live  for  years  and  become  permanent  in- 
mates of  the  asylum. 

Many  cases  of  chronic  dementia,  epileptics, 
idiots  and  imbeciles  are  brought  here;  this  class 
increases  onr  incnrable  list,  and  occupies  room  that 
otherwise  might  be  reserved  for  those  more  amen- 
able to  treatment. 

The  death  rate  has  binm  largei-  than  usual,  dne 
to  the  reception  of  an  nnnsnally  large  nnmber  of 
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paralytics  and  epileptics  in  the  last  stages  of  the 
disease;  also  the  number  of  those  who  died  in  the 
first  month  of  their  arrival  is  coni])ai‘atively  large, 
due  to  the  fact  that  they  arrive  in  such  an  exliausted 
condition  that  they  never  rally  in  spite  of  all  efforts 
to  prolong  life.  A large  number  of  deaths  occur- 
red in  old  age — in  nineteen  cases  the  ages  were  over 
(!o  years.  One  death  occurred  from  acci<lent;  W.  B. 
an  incurable  epileptic,  succeeded  in  undoing  the 
fastenings  to  a window,  unnoticed  by  his  attendant, 
and  either  in  the  excitement  of  his  attempt  to  es- 
cape, or  from  an  epileptic  seizure,  fell  to  the  ground, 
snstaining  concussion  of  the  brain,  from  which  he 
never  rallied. 

The  per  diem  cost,  per  capita,  for  180.5,  in- 
clusive of  improvements  and  repairs,  was  18.(5  cents. 
Exclusive  of  iniiirovements  and  repairs  was  10  cents. 

The  per  diem  cost,  per  cai)ita,  for  180(5,  in- 
clusive of  improvements  and  repairs,  was  88.8  cents. 
Exclusive  of  improvements  and  rei>airs  was  8(5..“) 
cents. 

The  difference  in  the  per  diem  cost  in  the  two 
years  is  accounted  for  as  follotvs:  In  1805,  our 

groAviug  crops  were  nearly  destroyed  by  Hoods  tvhile 
in  180G  we  have  been  more  fortunate  and  have  raised 
an  iibundance  of  vegetables  of  all  kinds. 

Employment  has  been  given  to  those  patients 
who  Avere  willing  and  able  to  tvork;  the  number 
(MU ployed  has  been  large  considering  the  means  at 
our  command.  The  labor  has  been  utilized  to 
some  extent  in  eveiw  dejiartment  of  the  institution. 
The  farm  and  garden  have  furnished  abundant  em- 
ployment for  all  Avho  were  adapted  to  that  kind  of 
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labor.  Many  liave  assisted  in  the  ordinary  improve- 
ments and  repairs,  sneli  as  painting,  plastering,  kal- 
somining  and  repairing  sncli  other  damages  as  are 
daily  done  in  every  asylnm  for  the  insane.  The 
laundry  and  sewing  room  have  afforded  occupation 
to  many  who  became  tired  of  the  monotony  of  the 
wards.  In  giving  employment  to  onr  patients,  we 
endeavor  to  select  that  which  is  best  suited  to  their 
habits,  tastes,  mental  and  bodily  condition. 

The  improvements  during  the  two  years  have 
lieen  <piite  extensive;  among  the  most  important 
has  been  tliat  of  sinking  a well  at  a convenient 
point,  for  an  additional  water  supply,  and  the  re- 
moval of  our  j)nniping  station  from  the  river  bank 
to  the  new  point  of  siip^jly.  The  saving  in  distance, 
and  the  improvement  in  the  quality  of  water  has 
amply  repaid  the  labor  and  expense  incurred. 

A new  and  excellent  bakery  has  been  construct- 
ed, which  has  proven  a great  help  in  the  Avork  of 
the  culinary  department. 

The  erection  of  a root  house,  of  sufticieut  capa- 
city to  contain  all  the  roots  and  vegetables  raised, 
has  enabled  ns  to  dispense  Avith  the  old  method  of 
burying  our  Avinter’s  supply  in  pits. 

Every  hall,  dining  room,  bath  room,  and  pat- 
ient’s room  in  each  Avard  has  been  kalsomiued  in 
both  the  male  and  female  departments  throughout, 
the  Avork  being  done  by  patients,  under  the  direction 
of  the  supervisor.  The  improA  ement  in  the  appear- 
ance of  our  halls,  as  Avell  as  the  direct  beneticial  ef- 
fect upon  the  sanitation  of  the  Avards,  cannot  be 
overestimated. 

One  thousand  feet  of  2 1-2  inch  hose  have  been 
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added  to  the  fire  plugs  inside  and  outside  the  build- 
ings. 

The  floors  in  the  upper  wards  of  the  male  de- 
partment having  become  much  worn,  have  been 
taken  up  and  replaced  by  neAV,  and  the  wards  re- 
painted. 

jVIauj  of  the  mattresses  in  the  wards  having 
been  corroded  and  broken  by  the  uncleanly  and  ex- 
cited jiatients,  have  been  rejtaired  with  new  wire 
purchased  for  the  purpose. 

Fruit  and  shade  trees  have  been  added  AVhere 
required. 

A large  amount  of  grading  and  tilling  has  been 
done  around  the  new  cottage.  The  fences  and 
ditches  have  been  kept  in  g(H)d  rei)air,  and  the  usual 
care  and  attention  has  been  paid  to  hiAviis  and  to 
the  walks  and  drives. 

NEW  COTTAGE  BUILDING. 

The  noAV  cottage  building  for  males,  wliich  could 
not  be  comi)leted  in  18f)4  for  want  of  funds,  was  com- 
])leted  and  occupi(>d  in  September,  1S95.  The  o])eu- 
iiig  of  these  Avards  has  made  it  practicable  to  re- 
ceive all  male  cases  for  which  a])plicafiou  has  been 
made  during  the  ]>ast  year. 

TBAINING  SCHOOL  FOB  ATTENDANTS. 

The  success  of  training  schools  for  attendants 
in  connection  Avith  other  institutes  has  decichal  the 
Commissioners  to  organize  a system  of  instruction  to 
attendants  in  connection  Avith  this  asylum,  hoping 
and  expecting  by  this  means  that  much  may  be  ac- 
complished in  maintaining  improA^ed  nursing.  I 
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am  satisfied  tliat  much  more  can  be  accomplislied 
in  this  direction  when  the  resident  staff  of  medical 
officers  has  been  made  commensurate  with  tlie  num- 
ber of  jiatients  under  care.  In  this  connection  I 
deem  it  ])roper  to  advise  tliat  at  least  two  assist- 
ant ])hysicians  be  added  to  the  resident  medical 
staff  of  the  institution. 

ATTENDANTS. 

There  is  scarcely  any  one  thinj;'  on  which  the 
comfort  and  welfare  of  patients  more  depends  than 
file  fitness  for  their  dnti(*s  of  those  in  Avhose  im- 
mediate charge  they  are  ])laced.  'The  Avorlv  of  car- 
in<^-  for  tlie  insane  is  ditficnlt,  tryinj*’,  and  often 
danji'erons.  To  ])erforni  the  duties  of  an  attendant 
upon  the  insam^  pro])erly,  requires  a rare  combin- 
ation of  mind  and  disjiosifion — iiatience  in  endurin'; 
abuse  and  violence,  fact  in  dealinj;’  with  most  un- 
reasonable ])eo])le,  and  incessant  vigilence  aj^ainst 
danji'er,  with  ])roni])tness  and  conraj;e  to  meet  it 
when  it  comes.  When  jiersons  qualifieil  by  char- 
acter and  ex])erience  for  these  duties  are  secured, 
it  is  very  desirable  that  tludr  services  should  be  re- 
tained. ^Ve  have  been  fortunate  in  securiuc  "ood 
attendants,  but  have  been  at  a ^reat  disadvantage 
in  the  small  jiroiiorfion  of  attendants  to  imtients; 
only  one  attendant  has  been  allowed  to  each  ward, 
which,  when  tilled,  contains  tliirty-six  jiatients.  It 
is  (juite  evident  that  under  such  circumstances,  even 
when  everything  go<‘s  smoothly,  the  care  is  insuffi- 
cient. T earnestly  recommend  that  means  be  secured 
Avhereby  our  corps  of  attendants  may  be  at  least 
doubled. 
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KECOM.AIEXDATIONS. 

VENTILATION.  In  the  old  buildings  of  the 
male  dei)ai'tinent  the  ventilation  is  more  or  less  de- 
fective, owing  to  the  fact  that  suitable  provision  has 
not  been  made  for  changing  the  atmosphere  with 
sufficient  rapidity  to  maintain  its  purity.  To  se- 
cure this  end  a system  of  exhaust  fans  run  by  motors 
should  be  establislu'd  in  eacli  attic.  The  exact  cost 
of  this  work  has  not  been  asceidained,  but  it  is  be- 
lieved that  all  the  ap])aratns  needed  could  be  ob- 
tained, erected  and  coin])let(Ml,  for  the  sum  of  -ft, 500. 

THE  EE.AIALE  1 )EPAirrMENT. 

By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  passed  in  1801,  an 
ap])ropi'iation  was  made  wherewith  to  complete  an 
addition  for  the  exclusive  use  of  female  patients, 
and  such  addition  was  completed  in  the  fall  of  that 
year.  This  addition,  however,  owing  to  the  unex- 
pected number  of  cases,  was  speedily  filled,  and  has 
been  (“roAvded  ever  since,  so  much  so  that  I regret 
to  report  that  I have  been  compelled  from  lack  of 
facilities,  to  refuse  admission  to  a large  number  of 
unfortunate  women.  I have  I'eceived  a communi- 
cation from  the  ALarions  county  judges  of  the  State, 
from  Avhich  it  appears  that  there  are  now  no  less 
than  fifty  insane  females  for  Avhom  accommodations 
and  treatment  are  asked,  but  I am  helpless  in  the 
matter,  no  appropriation  having  been  made  for  this 
department  since  the  one  referred  to.  I earnestly 
urge  action  looking  to  the  secnremeut  of  funds  for 
the  i)urpose  of  building  annexes  or  cottages  for 
Avonien,  of  an  aggregate  ca])acity  to  afford  accom- 
modations for  at  least  one  hundred  Avomen,  as  the 
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present  necessities  practically  require  sncli  addition, 
to  say  nothing  of  anticipated  neAV  cases.  I therefore 
hope  an  appropriation  in  a sufficient  amount  may 
be  secured,  as  it  ought  not  to  be  said  that  in  a 
State  like  onrs,  the  class  of  patients  which  it  is  de- 
signed to  provide  for  in  the  proposed  structure, 
should  reach  any  such  proportions  as  now  nncared 
for.  Indeed,  the  public,  aside  from  the  duty  owing 
to  the  unfortunates  themselves,  is  entitled  to  an  in-, 
stitution  ample  to  care  for  every  such  case  that  may 
arise. 

INDEBTEDNESS 

I beg  leave  to  say  a few  words  touching  the  in- 
debtedness of  the  institution. 

The  State  Auditor  informs  me,  under  date  of 
November  24,  that  the  vouchers  on  tile,  including 
last  quarterly  pay  rolls,  amount  to  |32,818.52. 

This  indebtedness  is  attributed  to  three  causes: 

First  with  the  number  of  patients  on  hand 
])rior  to  1804,  tlie  usual  ap])ropriation  of  |10,000  per 
annum  was  barely  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  wants 
as  they  then  existed;  and  for  the  year  1804,  tliough 
the  asylum  Avas  entitled  out  of  the  appropriations 
for  tliat  year  of  .fl0,000,  by  some  process  Avhich  I 
am  unable  to  exiilain,  it  was  deprived  of  it.  This 
Avas  during  Mr.  Waite’s  administration,  and  the  then 
State  Auditor,  for  some  reason,  steadily  refused  to 
issue  any  AA  arrants  to  coA’er  vouchers  for  that  period, 
and  tliough  1 .struggled  to  have  the  shortage  made 
up  from  the  deficiency  bill  passed  in  1805,  I Avas  not 
able  to  accomplish  anything. 

Second,  the  a])propriation  for  maintainance  for 
1805  was  only  -f0,000  and  for  180(!  it  Avas  only  .|8,000. 
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These  sums  were  not  only  entirely  inadequate,  but 
in  the  aggregate  were  |6,000  less  than  had  been  ap- 
propriated for  the  preceeding  years,  notwithstand- 
ing the  grouTh  of  the  institution. 

Third,  increase  of  patients,  as  will  be  seen  else- 
where herein,  necessitated  occasioning  increased  ex- 
pense. 

And  indeed,  a fourth  cause  might  be  alleged, 
as  OAving  to  diniished  taxation,  a loss  occurred 
from  that  source. 

This  indebtedness  is  justly  due,  and  I earnestly 
urge  that  steps  be  taken  to  secure  an  appropriation 
to  liquidate  it;  and  I further  hope  that  the  appro- 
priation for  maintainance  in  the  future  maj"  not 
be  less  than  |15,0()0  per  annum. 

It  requires  little  argument  to  shotv  that  it  is 
really  more  expensiA’e  to  purchase  necessaries  and 
supplies  on  the  strength  of  a doubtful  appropriation 
to  be  made  in  the  future,  than  it  Avould  be  Avere  a fair 
appropriation  made  in  the  first  instance. 

INSUKANCE. 

All  insurance  policies  expired  on  December  1st, 
1891,  since  AA'hich  time  there  has  been  no  insurance 
on  any  of  our  buildings.  I AA'ould  recommeml 
that  insurance  be  carried  upon  the  buildings,  and 
that  such  amount  as  you  deem  adAusable  be  asked 
for  the  purpose. 

HOSPITAL. 

A hospital  entirely  separate  from  the  main 
buildings  is  necessary,  AA'here  the  sick  and  helpless 
can  receiA'e  the  care  demanded  by  their  condition. 
We  not  only  need  the  room  occupied  by  the  sick  but 
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from  every  view  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  care  for 
the  sick  in  a separate  building.  Tlie  building  should 
be  modern  and  fully  provided  with  appliances,  either 
for  medical  or  surgical  work.  It  should  have  a sep- 
arate kitchen  so  that  a dietary  for  the  sick  could 
be  pi-epared  in  accordance  with  the  needs  of  the 
patient. 

FARM  AND  GARDEN. 

The  year  1805  Avas  unfavorable  for  crops  here; 
the  damage  from  floods  Avas  unusually  seA’ere  and 
greatly  decreased  our  usual  supply  of  farm  products. 
Throughout  the  year  1896  conditions  have  been  more 
faAmrable  and  AA'e  have  had  an  abundance  of  fresh 
vegetables  for  all  connected  Avith  the  institution. 

CONSULTING  STAFF. 

I desire  to  acknoAvdedge  my  indebtedness  to  the 
several  physicians  who  have  so  freely  given  so  much 
valuable  time  to  the  institution  and  to  thank  them 
for  A'aluable  professional  seiwices  gratuitously  ren- 
dered, as  Avell  as  the  benefit  of  their  advice  on  cases 
coming  under  their  respectiAm  specialties. 


In  conclusion  I desire  to  express  my  feelings  of 
gratitude  to  you  gentlemen  of  the  board  for  the  con- 
fidence and  appreciation  Avhich  you  have  reposed  in 
me  and  for  the  wise  counsel  by  Avhich  you  liaAm  aided 
me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.
